For risking his life to rescue 
survivors of a landing craft that 
was sunk off the coast of Eng- 
land, Lt. John J. Waters, 29. of 
25 Irving street, Newton Centre, 
has received a commendation from 
Admiral Harold R. Stark.

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RATION BOARD BULLETIN 

TIRES — Tires carry more freight and passenger traffic today 
than ever before in history. Passenger car tires carry four out of 
five workers to thoir jobs. Local buses carry five passengers today 
where formerly they carried three. 

During 1944, OPA rationed more than 17.000,000 new passenger 
car tiros. But for the month of January 1945 the quota had to be 
reduced 200,000 under the quota for December 1944. There is a large 
hack-log of civilian truck tire applications which have been approved 
hut for which no purchase certificates could be issued because there 
are not enough rationed tires for all who need them. 

The Government asks all car owners to drive carefully, to keep 
tires properly inflated, to join car pools and to recap worn tires. 
General Eisenhower has said. “The war will be needlessly extended 
unless we extract every possible mile from our tires. 

The public is much concerned about the tire situation. Reports 
indicate that regardless of the possibility that A and B gas rations 
will be increased after V-E day, there will be little or no change in 
the civilian supply of tires for many months. Any slack in military 
demand will have to go to make up a serious bus and truck tire 
deficit in order to keep public transportation systems rolling. 

GASOLINE— Effective May 1st an amendment to the gas regu- 
lations will make extensive revisions in the rules for preferred mile- 
age allowances. .... 

The provisions covering preferred mileage will be tightened and 
clarified and a new classification of semi-preferred mileage will be 
added. 

The amendment will accomplish two purposes: 

1. It will reduce total issuance be removing froni the preferred 
group certain applicants whose use of gasoline is not suffi- 
ciently essential to merit preferred treatment. 

2. It will bring together in the semi-preferred group some form- 
erly preferred users and some non-preferred users whose ac- 
tivities should be treated substantially alike. 

The new provisions will also help solve the problem of the tech- 
nician who renders necessary services to essential establishments but 
whose work is in part of a “promotional” nature. 

Such applicants are eligible under certain circumstances, for 
semi-preferred mileage. , 

SUGAR— Allotments of sugar for canning this year will be less 
than in 1944 because: 

1. Military needs, are high. Each soldier actually consumes 
twice as much sugar a year as the average civilian now receives. 
2. Ships which otherwise might be bringing sugar into the United 
States are hauling supplies to the battle fronts. 3. Manpower is 
scarce at sugar refineries and shipping ports. 4. Beet sugar produc- 
tion last vear was 500,000 tons short, making the stock of sugar 
smaller for this year. 5. Last year many people over-applied for 
canning sugar. So much sugar was used that stocks at the begin- 
ning of the year were abnormally low. 

Applications for canning sugar mar be left at or mailed to the 
Ration Board Office. Under no circumstances will coupons be de- 
livered to applicant over the counter, but will be mailed to the appli- 
cant’s home address. In 1944 each person was allowed 20 pounds 
for canning plus 5 pounds on coupon No. 40. 

It is predicted that this year sugar allowed for canning purposes 
will be substantially less than in 1944, and a limit will be set on the 
amount allowed per family unit,

Major Stowe has appeared be- 
fore many audiences from coast 
to coast. In the light of our cur- 
rent military operations his mes- 
sage is regarded as of greater im- 
portance than ever. In addition 
to addressing numerous business 
and professional groups in their 
national gatherings, he has fre- 
quently broadcasted over nation- 
wide hookups, and in the past year 
has delivered more than 300 
speeches on the subject. 

Major Stowe’s mission centers 
about the necessity for all Amer- 
icans to realize thw weed to think 
before they talk on military mat- 
ters. As the major himself says, 
"There is a twofold necessity for 
this: 

1. To afford secrecy and sur- 
prise in our military operations, 
and ; 

2. To keep unnecessary hazard 
from the paths of loved ones in 
the service. 

“Loose talk on the home front,” 
he continues, “can too readily spell 
coffin nails on the battlefront.” 

Major Stowe’s work is a part of 
the program currently being con- 
ducted by the National Security 
Committee, of the Office of War 
Information, composed of repre- 
sentatives of Army and Navy In- 
telligence, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the Office of 
War Information to impress 
civilians with the necessity for 
keeping military information out 
of their conversations.

Newton Traffic 
Head Kiwanis 
Club Speaker 

Stressing the fact that speeding 
and carelessness are the two 
major causes of motor vehicle acci- 
dents, Sergeant William Dowling, 
head of the Newton Traffic Bur- 
eau, told members of the Newton 
Kiwanis Club, at the Y. M. C. A. 
last Wednesday, that “SAFETY 
IN THE HIGHWAYS” lias been 
the theme and the watch-word of 
the Traffic Bureau since it was 
established in 1938. 

A veteran of 25 years on the 
police motorcycle squad, Dowling 
asserted that accidents don’t just 
happen. ‘There’s always a rea- 
son, he said, and during the past 
8 years, the Traffic Bureau’s ef- 
forts in discovering the cause and 
cure, has resulted in Newton’s win- 
ning the state safety award three 
times — in 1941, ’42 and ’44. 

In 1940, bicycle riding in- 
creased, the majority of riders 
were juveniles, and, according to 
Sergeant Dowling, it was then de- 
cided that all bicycles be regis- 
tered, so that riders could be iden- 
tified in case of accident and the 
vehicles, also, in case of theft. 
Of an estimated 10,000 bicycles, 
8,500 have been registered at the 
offices of the Traffic Bureau in 
Police Headquarters, he added. 

In conclusion, the speaker ans- 
wered questions concerning the 
motor vehicle laws and explained 
that consideration is given every 
report of a traffic violation before 
the case is taken to court by the 
Bureau. Adding that Judge May- 
berry and James Gallagher, clerk 
of court, have done much in mak- 
ing Newton the safest city in 
Massachusetts.

2 April ’45 

Dear Folks: 

Yesterday was Easter but it 
was one of the strangest I have 
experienced. To begin with, I 
drove up to a city that had been 
captured the day before to cheek 
up on the death and final disposi- 
tion of one of my best officers — 
a captain, and one of my bravest 
E.M. — a marine sgt. That busi- 
ness in itself wasn’t the most 
ploa«ant job in the world for an 
Easter morning— I had laughed 
and joked with them both two 
days before and had remarked 
how well 1 expected they would 
do and how much I counted on 
them. Yesterday, as I sorted over 
the papers nnd personal effects to 
be sent their families, each word 
came back like an echo from a 
tomb. As one of the gang put 
it, it just makes you want to keep 
on hitting harder. However, the 
setting was in keeping with the 
grim business. As I drove along 
the road, strewn on both sides 
with the debris of battle, wrecked 
guru and tanks and trucks and 
wagons — dead horses, swollen in 
death, military and personal ef- 
fects scattered about and blown, 
in some cases, high into the shat- 
tered trees, in the worst convoy 
destruction I have seen since the 
Rhone valley last September, I 
had cause to meditate — but not in 
the spirit of Easter. On through 
large cities— but shattered so that 
they were hardly identifiable — re- 
calling scenes of the Frisco earth- 
quake — but everywhere. 

Strangest of all, was the reac- 
tion of the people, ranging from 
cool hut not sullen to actually gav 
and half-welcoming. Particularly 
in the bigger and more heavilv 
hit cities the people stood and 
gaped at the passing show of 
American power and scientific 
efficiency. During the hours when 
civilians are permitted on the 
streets one saw mainly women, 
children and old or crippled men. 
The women varied from half shy- 
ly coy to others who seemed a 
wee bit fearful of the personal 
’ot which they knew might befall 
them if we behaved as soldiers 
in the German warlike tradition 
were acknowledged to hehave. 
Their fears, if any, have Ik n ill- 
founded to date except rare 


instances. Most of the women are 
not attractive nor appealing as in 
France and, in fact, many of the 
younger and prettier ones have 
been evacuated to save them from 
us (1; or to work in factories or 
to keep up German soldier morale. 
The children, like kids the world 
over, failed to gra u p the signifi- 
cance of it all and called at the 
passing troops or smiled — though 
few waved because they had not 
been taught to do so as in F’rance. 
The troops are behaving well and 
reasonably disinterestedly in ac- 
cordance with the order for non- 
fraternization but it won’t remain 
like that — American soldiers being 
the cordial extrovert* that they 
art besides with children and wo- 
men (to say nothing of myriads 
of non-German refugee® who are 
not subject to non-fraternization) 
— what can you expect! The old 
men generally merely stand and 
stare — beaten down by the shocks 
and hardships of recent years. 
When asked a direction or infor- 
mation they jump forward and 
proffer it in a manner to be ex- 
pected from men long ace 
to both discipline and fearful re- 
spect of the military or man in 
uniform — regardless of national- 
ity. 

Saddest perhaps are the old 
women, poking about in the ruins 
of the neighborhoods they once 
knew, seeking some shred of their 
former existence to which to tie 
their wavering sanity, or the chil- 
dren — I saw one blonde little thing 
about Linda's age — running after 
her companions with one little 
stump where a hand used to be— 
another hobbling out or, a tiny 
crutch to peer in wonderment- 
no hatred— at the monster of war 
that had shattered in part their 
existence even as it was being 
born, and was now rolling on over 
and around them. Frequently, de- 
spite my self-imposed hardness 
toward my male opponents. I 
found a sinking feeling come over 
me as I saw these kids which 
could have as well have been my 
own and who, in another environ- 
ment on another soil, could have 
been growing up in peace and 
cleanness of heart just as some of 
their cousin- are in fact today. 
I refused to think of the count- 
less others who lay somewhere 
beneath the sodden wreckage of 
whole districts where no attempt 
had been made to more than clear 
a path through the streets after 
bombings of months ago or shell- 
ing of yesterdays. Then suddenly 
I would remember — it was on 
Easter that Mussolini struck de- 
fenseless Albania — it was on Sun- 
days that Hitler, in his day of 


power, wa« wont to strike, and 
the parents of these children — 
oblivion* of the day of atonement 
which is now upon them, ap- 
plauded or rationalized. The sink- 
ing sensation of the heart would 
turn by stages to one of ice — 
self-imposed to be sure — hut with- 
out which one cannot go on with 
the job which must be done. T 
looked up a* the fleece studded 
sky and thought of other days to 
come— it was better like that. 

When my work was done I 
pushed on to another liberated 
spot which had once rung to our 
own laughter: mother’s, Vin’s, 
Ginna'« and mine. This place had 
been 'pared in large measure and 
there was a look of relief on the 
face* of the many inhabitants who 
were emerging from ‘heir -bel- 
ters and watching the ’endless 
'tream of their conquerors. There 
iught< 

them or us. More work to do. 
Unfortunately, I had no time to 
climb the hill to the old castle or 
view the monstrous barrel which 
we had once found so impressive 
to our touristic eyes. Nor could 
Nor could T tip an elbow nor sing

Newton Manufacturers 
Make First Flight 
Express Shipments 

A totnl of 112,880 air-rail ship- 
ment* wore handled at non-air- 
port express office* of the New 
Enginnd district of Railway Ex- 
press Agency during 1944, mark- 
ing nn increase of 21.62 per cent 
over similar shipments in 1943, it 
was announced today by D. R. 
Duguid, REA agent here. 

Including Newton, Mass., there 
are 1296 non-airport offices in the 
New England district which tnkes 
in eastern and northern New York. 

During December, 1944, air-rail 
shipments were handled by nearly 
29 per cent of the express offices 
while in Connecticut and Rhode 
Island 62 per cent of all non-air- 
port offices handled such ship- 
ments. 

“This general increase in the 
use of air-rail service, as offered 
by Railway Express Agency, 
proves that even the small com- 
munities of this country are be- 
coming air-minded and more de- 
pendent on the speed of air trans- 
portation,” Mr. Duguid said.

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Here Is One Grocer Who Likes Price Control 

Wo don’t suppose that you could find a government, agency 
more generally cursed and attacked than the OPA. It is the 
target of all kinds of abuse and it is blamed for most of our 
home front troubles. 

Imagine our surprise, then, to hear a grocer 
for the OPA. 

Said hr: 

“Listen, the OPA has driven me nuts with regulations, book- 
keeping and all that sort of business. The OPA has kept the 
people in the food business with their noses to the grindstone, 
but on the other hand the OPA has done a good job for the 
consumer. 

“If you don't believe it. just take a look at the way prices 
have been kept down in this war compared with 1919. My 
figures show the difference. 

“I go out to buy food for people in ordinary circumstances. 
Dry beans, for instance, are popular with folks having a mod- 
erate income. In 1919. I had to pay $9.30 a 100 pounds whole- 
sale for drv beans, hut today I pay $6.25. 

“Or take a lot. of other stuff. I used to pay $5.45 for a 
dozen large cans of peaches and I can buy the same produce 
today, the same size can. same grade and same manufacturer 
for $2.22. 

“Lard is an interesting item. It had gotten up to $3o.S0 
for 100 pounds in 1919 but today I can buy it for $13.80 a 
hundred. Raisins were 19 cents a pound in 1919 and we pay 
7 7/8 cents a pound today: rise was 14 7 e cents a pound and 
it is 6 a = todav. and sugar was $16 a hundred in 1919 and today 
it's $5.60. 

‘ Remember, of course, this is for carload lots at point of 
origin. But remember, too, that anyone is a sucker to pay black 
market prices for food when the OPA is doing such a good job 
in keeping prices at a fair level. 

“If the public would cooperate with the OPA and refuse 
to pay black market prices, the task of the OPA and the mer- 
chants who refuse to violate OPA regulations would be much 
simpler. 

“Xow you may wonder why I am so enthused about the 
OPA when* it has caused me so many headaches. Well, I’ll 
tell you. I am a food buyer. I have been all my life. In the 
last war period, I had an inventory of $500,000 worth of mer- 
chandise on hand and when tlue price structure collapsed, my 
inventory had dropped in value to $250,000. I oday I am -till 
a food buyer and once again I have a $500,000 inventory. But 
I can go to sleep nights now and not worry that tomorrow the 
props will be knocked out from under me. I may be selfish 
about this thing, but it seem* like good business sense. The 
American people get a break from the OPA with the regulation 
of prices: 1 get a break because I know that the market has 
been stabilized. Aon may not like the OPA and all its red tape 
but you still have to give u credit for accomplishing these two 
great services for the American purchaser and the American 
businessman. ’’

enoyment from watching tho ant- 
ics of the civilian celebrators. 
Today the vast majority of civil- 
ians ate breakfast and then tuned 
in their radio to hear President 
Truman’s offical proclamation of 
the termination of the Europenn 
war. Those of us who could kept 
the radio on an hour or so longer 
in order to henr the reports of the 
reaction of various cities through- 
out the country. More interesting 
than that, however, was the ob- 
vious attitude of our fighting men 
in the Pacific. These gallant men 
had neither the time nor the fa- 
cilities to stage a celebration. 

That made no difference, however. 
Their attitude appears to be that 
one-half of this global var has 

been terminated but that the 
toughest half remains to be i 
fought. They merely pause for 
a brief breathing spell, congratu- 
late their brother GI Joes and 

then go back to the task in hand. 

Now, what is our own task 
here at home? President Tru- 
man has asked us all to stand 
by our posts, keep our belts 
tightened and continue all 

phases of our civilian as- 
sistance to the end that Japan 
may he crushed at the earliest 
possible moment. That is un- 
doubtedly the reason why most 
of us are taking V-E Day in 
stride, giving thanks to Al- 
mighty God that the first phase 
of this horrible war has been 
brought to a successful conclu- 
sion.. 

If anybody required any argu- 
ment for a continuation of our 
! war effort, the words of the su- 
preme allied Commander, General 
Eisenhower, supplied it. In the 
European theatre alone we have 
lost 80,000 men, killed, and there 
are another 400,000 men who have 
been wounded, many very serious- 
ly. Furthermore, there were 100,- 
t>00 men who were taken prisoner 
and who, in many instances, lived 
a miserable e istence. Conse- 
quently we have in our midst 
thousands of broken homes and 
other thousands which will from 
now on include broken and heart- 
sick men whose lives will never 
he the same. What the cost will 
be before Japan is conquered is 
problematical. Many fear that 
the cost will be terrific, unless, 
perchance, the Japanese come to 
a realization of the fact that their 
empire is already doomed and that 
their home-land will inevitably be 
laid waste just like Germany, 
j Now, what arc some of the 
1 problems immediately ahead of 
i the allies, apart from the prosecu- 
I tion of the Japanese war? First 
' and foremost, of course, is the 
stupendous problem of averting 
starvation and intense human suf- 
fering among the people of Eu- 
rope. Next comes the problem 
of setting up stable governments 
in Germany and other liberated 
areas. Unfortunately, this will 
require large armies of occupa- 
tion for a considerable period. The 
AMG will now take over* Our 
own public servant, Rep. Douglass 
IJ. Francis is even now in Europe 
and up to his neck in the most im- 
portant work he has ever under- 
taken. The same holds true of 
Rep. Loomis Patrick, currently 
serving in an important capacity 
in the Phillipines. I deliberately 
give these men their official title 
because it is genarally understood 
that the men now serving in their 
places on Beacon Hill are merely 
military substitutes for the dura- 
tion.

little time yet centres about the 
prisoner-of-war situation. There 
are millons of these men ami a 
substantial number are right 
here in the United States. My 
information 1o date is that prac- 
tically all these men are defi- 
nitely unregenerate. They are 
confirmed Nazis, who know no 
other way of life and appear to 
refuse to even consider any other 
way. This poses a tremendous 
problem for our authorities, es- 
pecially in war-torn Europe. Of 
course, if .Marshal Stalin has 
his way, the great maority of 
these prisoners will be put to 
work rebuilding Russia. If, 
however, the other allies do not 
agree with Stalin, what then? 

Next comes the question of 
keeping our own people up to the 
same pitche of enthuiasm until 
Japan is finally defeated. This 
j other half of the war is so far re- 
moved from most of us that it 
may prove difficult at first to 
concentrate on it properly. How- 
ever, there will still be so many 
homes involved and so much con- 
tinued war-plant activity that the 
right kind of propaganda emanat- 
ing from Washington may do the 
trick. Let us hope so. 

One more word. President Tru- 
man has come through with flying 
colors so far. He has done a 
splendid job under the most trying 
circumstances in the world, with 
the shadow of our late President 
hanging over him constantly. 
Let’s stand by him resolutely from 
now on.

Celebrating Aviation Week in 
Massachusetts, Major Arthur H. 
Tully, director, Massachusetts 
Aeronautical Commission, was the 
guest speaker at the regular meet- 
ing of Newton Rotary Club at 
Brae Burn Golf Club on Friday. 
Unfavorable w e ather conditions 
made impossible the proposed ar- 
rival by helicopter of the speaker. 

Major Tully drew aside the cur- 
tain on the aviation situation and 
projected a view of post-war avia- 
tion in Massachusetts — a projec- 
tion which holds promise of mak- 
ing the Logan International Air- 
port at East Boston one of the 
great airports of the world, and 
Boston an outstanding trans-ocean- 
ic terminal. The speaker also 
forecast a "feeder airport” in the 
N e v^t o n - W a 1 1 h a m - N oed h a m a r e a , 
and Newton was urged to begin 
planning for a Class 2 airfield 
with 2500 ft. runways. 

Already, according to Major 
Tully, the Boston-New York air 
route is the heaviest traveled air- 
line in the world; and Boston, 184 
miles nearer northern European 
ports than any other major Am- 
erican city, is projected as a ter- 
minal of three of the 4 North 
Atlantic air routes. Logan Inter- 
national Airport is now closed to 
4-engine aircraft, but if facilities 
are made ready soon enough, two 
operating companies and possibly 
three will be granted operating- 
rights with Boston as a terminal. 

C.A.A. estimates 400,000 aircraft 
in operation by civilians within 
five years following the peace, as 
compared with only 23,000 in the 
last pre-war year— of which 326 
were airliner planes. 

Motivated by Major Tully’s av- 
iation talk, President Orville O. 
Clapper appointed a "Rotary Air- 
port Committee” to work in co- 
operation with a similar Chamber 
of Commerce committee: Charles 
A. Breed, chairman; Rupert C. 
Thompson, Harold W. Batchelder, 
Ralph Towns, Charles H. Meeker, 
and Orville O. Clamper. 

Newton Rotarians are con- 
tinuing their spearheading of the 
UNRRA Clothing Drive. To date 
they have packed 75,000 lbs., 
equalling five carloads, to which 
Rotarians have participated to the 
extent of 681 manhours packing 
1341 bales, bags and cartons. Vol- 
unteer civic-minded workers are 
welcomed every evening and Satur- 
day afternoons at 13011 Washing- 
ton street, West Newton.

RETURN ING PERSONNEL 
INSTRUCTED IN 
ADDRESSING THEIR MAIL 
in a statement prepared for tht 
press, Postmaster Patrick J. Con- 
nelly, Boston, has explained the 
method by which Army Postal Au- 
thorities will handle mail received 
for personnel being returned to 
the United States: 

1. A soldier returning to the 
United States from overseas is in- 
structed to furnish Army Postal 
officials overseas with his home 
or other non-military address to 
which muil may be forwarded. Mail 
received overseas ufter departure 
of the addressee is endorsed, “Re 
turning to U. S." and forwarded to 


the address furnished. If a soldier 
does not furnish a non-military for- 
warding address, mail received for 
him after departure is endorsed 
“Returning to U. S.. Left No Ad- 
dress” and such mail will be re- 
turned to the sender. 

2. A soldier usually returns from 
overseas by ship. The mail for- 
warded to him after departure is 
ordinarily sent to the United 
States by air. In many instances, 
therefore, it has and will be found 
that the mail arrives at the for- 
warding address before the ad- 
dressee and often prior to receipt 
of information by the persons at 
that address of his impending re- 
turn. 

3. The receipt of mail under the 
latter circumstances has resulted 
in numerous inquiries to local post- 
masters, postmasters at ports of 
embarkation and War Department 
agencies by the recipients as to 
the reason the mail was forwarded 
or returned. 

4. With a view to eliminating 
unnecessary correspondence. Post- 
masters throughout the nation nre 
now advising the public that the 
War Department will accept no 
such inquiry until at least 30 days 
have elapsed after receipt of the 
first letter. If no direct informa- 
tion has been received from the 
addressee at the end of that pe- 
riod, an inquiry can he directed to 
the postal officer at the APO to 
which the mail was originally ad- 
dressed with request that informa- 
tion he given as to the reason it 
was forwarded and the present ad- 
dross if known. 

5. Some returning personnel en- 
counter unavoidable delays and 
the War Department has stated 
that, with the above exception, pa- 
trons are not to direct inquiries 
regarding such mail to military 
agencies or to Postmasters at Ports 
of Embarkation. 

Postmaster Connelly emphasized 
the fact that the return of a let- 
ter endorsed, ’’Returning to U. S." 
does not mean thnt the serviceman 
may be expected home within * 
day or two for, ns explained, he 
will return by sea and that Army 
authorities are unprepared to ad- 
vise the public the date of arrival 
or Port of Embarkation nnd that 
no inquiries should he made. The 
endorsement merely indicates that 
the man is returning to the Unit- 
ed States.

About 91 percent of the grocers 


are now posting their stores 
properly, but about 27 per cent 
of the food being sold in the na- 
tion is going at over-celling prices.

In a Red Cross radio appeal for 
blood donors, Robert Harrigan, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Dennis J. Horri- 
gan of 1304 Boy Is ton street, N’t 


ton Upper Falls, recounted how 
he received prompt medical treat- 
ment, including blood plasma, 
when he was wounded in the battle 
of the Anzio Beachhead. 

Horriguti told his story in a 
iramatization over Station WE El 
in connection with Newton Week 
u‘ the Metropolitan Blood Donor 
Center. While on a patrol on May

Douglas Sloane was named chair- 
man of a committee composed of 
the above men to study the pros- 
pects of obtaining sponsorship for 
one or more Junior Achievement 
groups in Newton. 

“Learn by doing it” is the key- 
note of the Junior Achievement 
program. This unique organiza- 
tion, whose significance is now 
fully realized by national, educa- 
tional and business leaders, is de- 
signed to meet the needs of youth 
for the practical training and ex- 
perience which will help them to 
take their places in the economic 
life of America. 

The program, briefly, is as fol- 
lows: 

Groups of boys and girls, 14 to 
21 years old, arc set up in small 
“companies” which are run and 
operated by the young people 
themselves. 

Each company has a sponsor, 
obtained by a local committee of 
business leaders. The sponsor may 
be a local business concern, or 
other civic, professional or service 
group. 

Junior Achievement also ar- 
ranges for the supervision and 
guidance of each company by adult 
Advisers, who are experts in the 
fields of production, business and 
sales. 

Each company raises its own 
capital by selling stock at 50 cents 
a share — and produces a product 
or performs a service. 

A regular meeting place for 
workshop purposes is maintained 
by each company or group of com- 
panies which pays a nominal sum 
for rent, light, heat and wages. 

In short, each company finances 
itself, manages itself, produces a 
product or service, and sells that 
product or service through its own 
efforts. 

Junior Achievement is a non- 
profit organization supported by 
individuals and business organiza- 
tions. There are no dues or fees 
charged for membership in the 
organization. 

It is essentially a leisure time 
program, and is planned not to in- 
terfere with school studies, or re- 
creation or social activities. Gen- 
erally, members devote not more 
than two or three hours once or 
twice a week to their companies. 

In the process of running their 
own companies, the members learn 
to keep various business and pro- 
duction records, map sales cam- 
paigns. conduct advertising and 
publicity programs, prepare finan- 
cial statements, and other business 
operations. 

J. A. does not attempt to dupli- 
cate, but rather to supplement the 
training received in school. Thus 
it enables young people to use the 
theoretical knowledge learned in 
school and transfer it into actual 
practice. 

Educators also welcome the pro- 
gram as a means of developing 
self-reliance and independence in 
young people which they gain by 
meeting the problems and duties 
of managing their own business.

We was tired. Everybody knew 
he was tired. He knew he was 
tired. So he did. The country s 
soldiers marched in honor of him, 
the trumpets blew for him; the 
flag was lowered for him; there 
were speeches said about him and 
prayers said for him. He had a 
beautiful funeral and he had a 
beautiful burial, hut he didn t see 
them. He didn’t see the soldiers 
march; he didn’t hear the trum- 
pets blow and the people weep. 
He wasn’t here; no. he was up 
there where there are no trumpets, 
no marching, no tears. He was 
up there in Heaven in his wheel- 
chair with God. God took his hand 
and said simply, “Well done, 
Frank,” and Frank felt warm and 
good inside. “Get up out of your 
chair. Frank, and come in and 
join the others.” So Frank rose 
and walked into the clouds and the 
sun and stars. And when he had 
entered, lie met them; they were 
all there, Abe Lincoln, George 
Washington, Wendell WillUie, 
Woodrow Wilson, and there at the 
head sat Joe. You don’t know Joe, 
but Frank did. Joe is just a boy 
who died. He died in 405 under 
Attila’s sword. He died in the 
Crusades, in the Napoleonic wars, 
in the French, Spanish, English, 
and American Revolutions, in 
World War One and World War 
II. He died a million deaths un- 
der a million flags in a million 
different battles. Frank knew him 
well; he knew them all well. He 
sat down beside them, content at 
last. If you go out on a clear 
night, you can see him in the stars, 
at noon in the sun, and on top of 
the mountain, his face is formed in 
the majestic clouds. You can see 
them all, Frank and Abe and 
George and Joe. They’re all 
there.

The War Department has work- 
ed out a plan through National 
Red Cross whereby the Red Cross 
will assist in speeding up the noti- 
fication to families of prisoners 
liberated. This has just been re- 
leased by Miss Ethel Knight, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Newton 
Red Cross Home Service Division. 
“Inasmuch as it is considered that 
notification and inquiry service are 
important morale factors,” said 
Miss Knight, Chapters have been 
asked to notify the families of pris- 
oners when the men have request- 
ed this service. Liberated prison- 
ers of war, who for various rea- 
sons are unable to send cables to 
their families, may request Red 
Cross field directors to send no- 
tices to their families.” 

The addresses of these men, how- 
ever, are not available because 
most of the requests will he made 
while they are enroute to ports of 
debarkation. Consequently, it will 
be impossible for the family to 
send messages or inquiries to the 
men who are on their way home. 

All liberated prisoners of war,

Type "O'* Blood To Be 
Flown to Guam Daily; 

Plasma a Vital Necessity 

The Newton Red Cross Blood 
Donor Service will operate as us- 
ual, it was announced this week 
by Mrs. C. Terry Collens. chair- 
man. She appealed to donors to 
"remain on the job” to meet the 
continued demands for whole 
blood and plasma from Europe and 
daily shipments to the Pacific war 
zone. 

“The Boston blood center, 
through which Newton makes its 
donations, is one of eleven centers 
in major cities which will combine 
to meet the revised requirements 
of the Army and Navy,” said Mrs. 
Collens. “At least 500 donors n 
day will be needed at the center and 
185 a day in each of two mobile 
units to maintain the Boston and 
Eastern New England quota.” 

All of the centers which will re- 
main in operation procure type 
”0” blood as well as plasma. Air 
shipments of the whole blood to 
Europe will continue as long as 
needed for treatment of men 
wounded prior to the cessation of 
hostilities, and arrangements are 
now being completed for type "O” 
blood procured in Eastern centers 
to be shipped to the West Coast 
where, together with similar blood 
obtained there, it will he flown 
daily to Guam by the Naval Air 
Transport Service for distribution 
to Army, Navy and Marine instal- 
lations throughout the Pacific. 

Newton Red Cross Motor Corps 
furnishes transportation to and 
from the Boston blood donor cen- 
ter each Monday at 1 p.m. for in- 
dividuals, and is ready to trans- 
port groups at any time. For

Newton Nurses 
Attend Round 
Table Discussion

The close relationship between 
Newton’s public health nurses and 
the home was encouraged today at 
the round table discussion hold by 
four leading nutritionists. The 
meeting at the Red Gross Chapter 
House was sponsored by the New- 
ton Nutrition Centre with New- 
ton’s two nutritionists. Mrs. Jean 
Eastman and Miss Margaret Phil- 
lips. assisted by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Cassel of Harvard School of Pub- 
lic Health and Miss Elizabeth 
Vaughan from Cook County Hos- 
pital. These four young women 
developed the thoughts that follow 
in such an entertaining manner 
that the audience took a large dose 
of sound nutritional information 
with the greatest of ease and even 
fun. 

A sound community nutrition 
program will endeavor to put into 
practice the results of the research 
nutritionists and must have the 
cooperation of the local doctors, 
dentists, nutrition teachers and all 
public health workers. 

Miss Phillips and Mrs. Eastman 
told of syptoms of low vitamin C 
diet. Bleeding gums, thin tooth 
enamel, weakened heart may he 
but not necessarily are caused by 
lack of this essential ascorbic acid 
in the diet. Its best cources are 
raw green pepper, citrous fruits, 
both fresh hihI canned strawberri 
and cantaloupe. Latest research 
in agriculture shows that in the 
future apples may contain more 
vitamin C than at the present 
time. Small oranges are a better 
I buy than large ones — lower in 
price, their juice contains more vit- 
amin C than the larger ones. 

In attempting to control beri- 
beri. a disease caused by low thin- 
min diet, a method of parboiling 
white -rice before the outer coat- 
j ing is removed is being used which 
leaves in the polished rice a part 
of the thamin which otherwise 
would be lost. One pork chop will 
furnish the entire day’s require- 
ment of this member of the B com- 
plex. Drink more milk and eat 
more liver to bt* sure of getting 
sufficient riboflavin. Whole wheat 
bread is still better than white 
bread although through the en- 
richmtnt program tht B vitamin 
plus iron has been restored to all 
wrapped bread. 

| Absorb all the sunshine you 
I can from now on and store some 
up for next winter, for it is vita- 
min D that is so necessary to in- 
: crease the absorption of calcium 
and phosphorous in the system for 
better bones and teeth. To got 
added calcium take plenty of milk 
and milk products as well as green 
leafy vegetables (except spin- 
ach), clams, molasses and eggs. 
Recent research has found that 
addition of chocolate to milk de- 
creases the absorption of calcium 
so stay away from those chocolate 
milks and drink your milk 
straight. 

Fortified oleomargarin is a good 
source of vitamin A. You’ll got 
added amounts from liver, dark 
green and yellow vegetables and 
tomatoes. This vitamin assists 
in the regeneration of visual pur- 
ple in the eye hut by no means is 
a cure-all for all eye defects. With 
rationing watch the amount of 
mineral oil used in your household 
— as this may interfere with the 
absorption of vitamin A. 

To he well fed and to get the 
most for your food dollar: 

1. Know your body requirements. 

2. Buy thoughtfully, selecting 
fresh fruits and vegetables rather 
than wilted and bruised ones. 

3. Store all fresh foods cover- 
ed in the refrigerator, do not thaw 
frozen foods until ready to cook 
or serve. 

4. Prepare foods Just before 
cooking. Cook vegetables with 
skins on in little or no water for 
as short a time as possible. Use 

| low temperature for all meats. 

1 5. Serve foods attractively as 

soon as cooked and plan to have no 
K-ft overs. Take plenty of time 
to eat your meals in comfortable 
and pleasant surroundings. With 
the food supplies available at pres- 
ent we may still be well fed.

There’s no such place as Muddletown. I hank heaven! 
For if there were, this is how things might have happened there: 

It was a fine Spring morning when citizens of Muddletown 
went mad. They were tired of the war. with all its regulations 
and controls and interference with old-fashioned American in- 
dividualism. They threw the war out of the window, along 
with War Bond buying, rationing, price controls, wage stabiliza- 
tion and gas conservation. 

With carefree hearts the people of Muddletown gathered 
up their war bonds, went to the local bank, and cashed them in. 
Thev drew all their money out of their savings accounts. Then, 
loaded with cash, they headed for Muddletown* department 
stores, food stores, hardware stores, and places of amusement. 

Rationing and price controls were forgotten. People bought 
everything they could get their hands on. As stocks dwindled, 
merchants raised their prices. In one store alone, men’s shirts 
which had gone on sale for $2.8o at nine o’clock were nearing 
the $10 mark by noon— and. as the last few shirts were dragged 
out from under the counter, the price went to $15. Worried 
housewives called their husbands, urging them to ask the boss 
for a raise in order to meet the sky-rocketing cost of living. 
The husband? asked and the bosses gave. The families gath- 
ered around their dinner tables that night, they were pleased 
with themselves. Suddenly they were making more money and 
buying more things than ever before. It was a pleasure to 
hop into the jalopy after dinner, stop at the service station, buy 
as much gas as one wanted iwhat if it did ro*t 80 cents a gal- 
lon?! and go on to a movie, where a fairly good double bill 
was showing for only $3.50 a person. Muddletown went to bed 
that night, not minding inflation a bit. 

However . . . 

In the days that followed, two unpleasant facts became 
evident. The first of these was that when available supplies 
are bought up. then no more supplies are available. The second 
was. that once inflation hits prices no amount of salary inflation 
ran keep up with them. And then— no matter how much money 
people have — they’re really very poor. 

The "people of Muddletown began to get pretty angry. As 
one housewife indignantly put it. “There ought to be a law so 
that everyone gets a chance to buy what he needs, like rationing 
or something.” And. as one old gentleman expostulated. “There 
ought to be a law to keep those prires down, like price ceilings 
or something.” And. as one smart young boy shouted on his 
wav to high school. “There ought to be a law about wages so 
thev can't just go jumping them all over the place. 

There ought to be a law. There is. That’s why there 
aren't any Muddletown?, 1.8.

Barnes’ Labor Bills 

Those who read the political j 
news in the Boston papers very 
casually did not, presumably, ap- 
preciate the significance of the 
vote on Monday, when the lower 
branch of the Legislature voted 
141-70 AGAINST reconsideration 
of the bill sponsored by Clarence 
A. Barnes. Attorney General, to 
compel financial accountability of 
unions. One interesting angle is 
supplied by the Boston Post, a 
Democratic paper. Note the man- 
ner in which this paper * reports 
the killing of the Rarnes bill: — 
"The labor bill which was to have 
been a Republican contribution to 
revitalizing the G.O.P. labor poli- 
cies in the Ray State by legislation 
to compel financial accountability 
of unions was definitely killed If 
yesterday in the House when, by 
a roll-call vote, 70-141, the House 
denied reconsideration of the bill 
of Atty. -General Clarence A. 
Barnes.” 

Let me now make several im- 
portant points in connection with 
this entire matter. First of all, 
please note that Clarence Barnes 
is the second Republican Attorney 
General who has beet severely 
handicapped by his inability to se- 
cure the whole-hearted hacking of 
the G.O.P. high command. Bob 
Bushnell was frequently in trouhle 
because some of the leaders of his 
party did not see eye-to-eve with 
him. As a matter of fact, there 
has been a very recent instance of 
this. Bushnell filed several bills 
in the current Legislature dealing 
with the Courts, the length of 
service of Attorney Generals etc. 

I believe that all these bills have 
been killed. There is. of course, 
an explanation of Rushnell’s diffi- 
culty at the time he was in office. 
He had a number of clashes with 
no less a person than Senator 
(then Governor) Saltonstall. The 
worst clash involved a judicial ap- 
pointment which Bushnell consid- 
ered to he weak. 

Now. what is the cause of 
Barnes’ difficulty in securing 
G.O.P. support? Is it because this 
excellent public servant has been 
on the outside looking in for a 
good many years and the high 
command does not lose any sleep 
over its relations with him ? Pos- 
sibly. tho’ I am inclined to doubt 
it. Is it, on the other hand, be- 
c;vuse the G.O.P. leaders in this 
| state, as well as nationally, have 
! decided that the Democrats shall 
! no longer he allowed to control 
the so-called labor vote? That 
makes tense. I have in my pos- 
session a letter from a strong Re- 
publican with liberal views who 
says it is about time that the Re- 
publican party realizes that it 
must go where the votes are. In 
other words, the G.O.P. must grad- 
ually force the average citizen to 
believe that the present party of 
opposition is NOT primarily the 
party of big business, society lead- 
; ers and men and women of wealth. 
That may prove to be a large ord- 
er, hut until the Republican lend- 
ers can convince the rank and file 
throughout the country that the 
party has broadened its outlook, 
the chances for electing a Repuhli- 
. can President will be slim. 

That brings me hack to the pres- 
1 ent disposition of the Barnes labor 
bill. The House has a fairly sub- 
stnntal Republican majority and 
IF it had passed this bill over the 
desperate resistance of labor lead- 
ers in Massachusetts, it would have 
been hard to convince the rank 
and file of labor that the G.O.P. 
was sincere in its protestations of 
interest and concern for labor. 

The other side of the story is 
this: the Attorney General has in 
his office today thousands upon 
thousands of answers to his ad- 
vertisement in a Boston paper urg- 
ing laboring peoole to sign the ad 
and indicate their endorsement of 
his two labor bills. Unless >ou 
choose to believe that all those 
signed answers to the ad were 
faked, which is perfectly ridiculous, 
you are hound to realize that 
, Barnes has a large body of public 
sentiment behind him. If that is 
true, it is indeed unfortunate that 
the House saw fit to throw these 
two hills out. 

We come, now tv the behavior 
of the various Repr P rfc*Uativos in 
the House, including our own. If 
| the papers reported the vote cor- 
rectly. our two Representatives 
from the South aide, Rep. Marga- 
ret Spear and Rep. Henderson 
Inches, voted P’OR the Barnes bill 
and our two Representatives from 
the North side, Rep. George K. 
Raw-son and Rep. John S. Whit te- 
, more voted AGAINST the bill. 

! At this point, let me give you 
the explanation of a Legislator 
front another community, i not 
Brookline) a- to the attitude of 
his colleagues. I was chiding him 
for the common failure of mem- 
bers of the House to put them 
selves on record through a formal 
roll-call vote. That, of course, np- 
nlies only to important votes on 
highly controversial measure. On 
these occasion.*;, the “Roys’’ either 
arrange to have h voice-vote or 
else they absent themselves from 
the House Chamber while the roll 
i* being called.

When T-Sgt. Farker N. Wheel- 
er of Newton Highlands, Mas*., 
enlisted in the Air Corps on Fri- 
day the 13th. in October, 1942.

20 millimeter shell scored a di- 
rect hit on the top turret. Wheeler 
was knocked unconscious as shrap- 
nel hit him in the back, the back 
of the head, and the arms. 

The plane suffered a direct hit 
from flak, the number four en- 
gine was knocked out, and the 
hydraulic system was damaged. 
Wheeler recovered consciousness 
a few minutes later, and despite 
his wounds he supervised the at- 
tempts at repairing the damage.

A citation and Bronze Star for 
meritorious achievement in the 
battle for Germany have been 
awarded 1st Lt. Benjamin S. Fog- 
will, of Patton’s third army, the 
husband of Muriel Williams Fog- 
will, 264 Ml. Vernon street, chief 
clerk of the Dedham Rationing 
Board. 

The lieutenant, former advertis- 
ing manager for newspapers pub- 
lished by the Transcript Press Inc., 
braved machine gun fire to lead 
his tank destroyer unit into posi- 
tion to destroy 7 pillboxes, kill 17 
enemy and capture 15 prisoners. 

The citation reads as follows: 
“lst Lt. Benjamin S. Fogwill, Field 
Artillery (Tank Destroyers) U. S. 
Army. — ^or heroic achievement 
in connection with military opera- 
tions against an enemy of the 
United States in the vicinity of 
Luxembourg on February 24i 1945. 
With utter disregard for personal 
safety, he braved intense enemy 
machine gun fire to lead his de- 
stroyers into position from which 
he destroyed 7 pillboxes, killed 17 
enemy and took 15 prisoners. His 
actions were instrumental in en- 
abling a task force to accomplish 
its mission.” 

He entered the service October 
1942 and after basic training as a 
paratrooper entered officers train- 
ing school at Camp Hood where he 
was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant. Injured while making a 
jump during maneuvers he was 
transferred to the tank destroyer 
unit of the artillery going over- 
seas in August of 1944 and as- 
signed to Lt. Gen. Patton’s hard 
hitting 6th Armored Division.

In his annual report from the 1944 
fiscal year, Mr. Marshall, Presi- 
dent of Raytheon, listed the fol- 
lowing as fields into which the com- 
pany expects to extend its peace- 
time activities: marine and air 
navigational aids; traffic control 
for aircraft and railroads; fre- 
quency modulation, television and 
facsimile equipment and related 
microwave relay transmission sys- 
tems; industrial high frequency 
heating, welding and machine con- 
trol.

The Trade 
Agreements Act 

— o-— 

Wlmf is the 'trade Agreement* 
Act? 

By thi« Act Congress delegates 
to the Executive foi a limited 
time, t he a ithoi ity t > rr ike limit- 
ed reductions in tariffs on the bas- 
is of reciprocal agreements with ; 
other nations. 

How Does it work? 

After careful study of our im- ! 
port-export situation in consulta- 
tion with the agencies and indus- 
tries concerned, the State Depart- 
ment negotiates with a particular 
nation on the articles which bulk 
large* in our trade with that na- 
tion. We agree to reduce our tar- 
iff’s on article a which that nation 
sells to us if the other nation will 
lower its tariffs on article b which 
it receives from us. 

So far agreements have been 
reached with 27 countries. Each 
agreement contains a “most fav- 
ored nation” clause which says that 

country A, for articles a and b 
will be uniform for these products 
whether they come from country 
A, B, or X. This results in a 
general lowering of the harriers to 
world trade. 

What are its advantages? 

It allows for careful planning of 
tariffs in the light of our over-all 
trade policy, instead of the old 
methods of Congressional log-roll- 
in. 

lt gives a chance for friendly in- 
ternational bargaining in place of 
sudden decisions by individual na- 
tions that lead to had feeling, re- 
prisals. and tariff wars. 

It means a gradual reduction of 
tariffs through negotiation, in- 
stead of a steady raising of tar- 
iffs under the pressure of special 
interests. 

What have been the results? 

Between 1934 and 1939 our ex- 
ports to countries with which we 
have Trade Agreements increased 
63 r < and our imports increased 
22' . With non-trade agreement 
countries the increase was only 
32s for our exports and 12 r ,' for 
our imports. 

The trade agreements program 
does not mean “free trade,” or the 
“dumping of cheap goods on our 
market.” Reduction? under the 
Trade Agreements Act have been I 
handled so carefully that no in- j 
dustr.v 1ms suffered. 

Renewal — 1945 

When the Act was first passed ' 
in 1934. Congress provided that 
the Executive should not reduce 
tariffs more' titan 50' ; below the 1 
very high Ilawley-Smoot Tariff 
rates then existing. With our larg- | 
est customers. Great Britain, Can- 
ada. France and most of the Latin- ! 
American countries, that 50 r 'o 
limit has been reached. 

The Administration, therefore, 
in requesting the renewal of the 
Trade Agreements for another 1 
three years, has asked for permis- 
sion to lower tariffs by 50 r c 
from the level of January 1945. 
Backsliding will be fatal 

If this new 50' provision is not 
accepted, our Government will be 
unable to bargain further with our 
biggest customers. 

If Congress insists on taking 1 
back the right to fix tariff rates, 
United Slates tariffs will go up 
under pressure of special interests. 
Other nations will retaliate with 
more tiade restrictions. 

If the Act A defeated, or amend- 
ed to limit further the power of 
the Executive to negotiate directly 
with other mtions, the world will 
doubt our irtention to cooperate 
in the economic field. 

AMERICA'S MEAT PROBLEM

A critical meat situation con- 
fronts the country in this fourth | 
year of the war. For months civ- ; 
ilians in many large cities and in 
area? where little livestock is rais- 1 
ed and slaughtered have been get- j 
ting the barest minimum of meat — ; 
ami frequently of the lower grades, i 
While families living on farms or 
in towns in or near heavy meat 
producing areas may not be eat- 
ing any more meat than they ate 
before the war, some are getting 
more than their fair share of the 
nation’s reduced civilian supply. 1 

Here are the Reasons for Cur- 
nt Meat S 

1. Nine percent less meat avail- j 
able this year than in 1944 due to 
a drop in pork pnoduction. 

2. April through September is 
the usual seasonal low period rn 
meat production. 

3. The needs of our armed forces 
are the higln -t . f any war year, | 
more than offsetting the decline in 
lend-lease shipments. 

4. More people than ever before 
have money to buy meat— so civ- 
ilian demand continues high. 

5. Distribution badly out of 
balance. Only federally-inspected 

the Arm) 

and shipped across state lines for 
use by civilians in areas where 
little meat is produced. Federally- 
inspected meat packers haven’t ! 
been able to fill military and other , 
government orders and at the 
same time supply enough meat to 
areas which depend mainly on ship- I 
ped-in meat. 

6. The Black Market is siphon- I 
ing some meat from the legitimate 
market. 

The black market ,.i meat also 
is responsible to some extent for 
uneven disti l! ution. The black 
market, particularly in meat, is 
not necessarily a gang of hood- 
lums operating in an alley hide- 
away. Anyone who buys or sells 
meat without a propet exchange 
ot legally issued ration stamps 
or at over-ceiling prices keeps the i 
black market going. He or she is 
cutting ia im the share of t lie | 
neighbor who lives up to the rules. 

Every house* i ft ami o* 1 1 > meat 
dealer has a tight to a fair share 
of meat, but the “I'll get mine at j 
any price'* theory just won’t work. 
If everybody thought that way, 
the whole rationing and price con- 
tiv! iftMgram would go out the win- 
dow.

The Newton Y. M. C. A. dny 
enmp, Camp Massasoit, will start 
this summer on Mondny, June 25th 
and will run for nine weeks to 
Saturday, August 25th. The Camp

Tomatoes are the Victory gar- 
den's most important crop. Even 
the smallest garden can grow them 
and get a good yield for the space. 
A well-grown plant should yield a 
peck of fruit or more, properly 
eared for, fed and watered. 

When space is limited, plants can 
bo staked, or trained to a fence, or 
trellis, and take up no more room 
than a row of carrots. Each plant 
yields a little less, but the fruit 
will average better, and mature ear- 
lier; and more plants can bo grown 
in less space. Heaviest yields are 
obtained from plants that sprawl 
on the ground, but they take lots 
more room. 

Plant are usually grown under 
protection, nr purchased, and set 
out after all danger of frost is over. 
They mature fruit earlier than is 
possible by sowing seed i« the gar- 
den: but not us much earlier as 
might be supposed. Many tests 
have shown that plants directly 
seeded in the garden, bear only a 
week or two later than those start 
cd Indent Hut for the earliest 
crop, use plants ot an eurly vari- 
ety, started indoors. 

Staked tomatoes may be pruned 
to a single stem, or allowed \wo or 


three stems as desired. Be sure 
to use varieties that grow full sizdd 
vines, if you prune them. Small 
vine, also called determinate vari- 
eties, should not be pruned, but on 
the ground they can be planted as 
close ns two feet each way. 

Tomatoes begin with a single 
stem, but at the joint of each leaf 
a branch develops. This branch 
may be cut off when small, and by 
cutting all or allowing some of thorn 
to grow you can shape the plant to 
a single, double, or triple stemmed 
plant as you prefer. 

Tomatoes do not cling to support 
but must be tied with some ma- 
terial that will not cut the vine. 
Fruit should not be exposed to di- 
rect sun, as that causes sunscnld, 
so never remove leaves from 
pruned plants. Plants need hoavy 
feeding, and lots of water. Irregu- 
lar water supply causes black de- 
cayed spots, known as blossom-end 
rot. A mulch about the plants, of 
straw, lawn clippings, or any suit- 
able material keeps the soil from 
drying out and increases yield. 

Tomatoes will be killed by a 
frost, and may be injured by a se- 
vere chill, so they should not be 
exposed to such experience.

The Test Is Coming 

Before t he blessed day when “.Tolmny comes marching home 
again’’ in force from the battlefields, it might he well for all of 
u< to remember that a whole generation has grown up aware of 
two facts — depression, and war. 

Within that generation are the boys who have been fighting 
for us. Since 1929 a state of emergency lias been our normal 
mode of life, and always the idea of security has been planted 
in the larger idea of a great central state, with government spend- 
ing compensating for the weakness of human nature. 

There is something alluring about that idea. It makes work 
an outdated concept— it makes wishing its own reason for having. 
It makes mediocrity the general standard, and initiative a high 
crime in the eyes of those who lack it. 

But. like too many alluring ideas, too many dreams, it col- 
lides with reality and it smashes headlong into the fundamental 
principles, upon which this land these hoys have been fighting 
for, was made great. 

These young veterans of the depression and war years must 
learn that private enterprise, and only private enterprise, can 
make real prosperity. The test of our system will come with the 
war’s end. 


Time For Industrial Peace ! 

•If war has taught the nations tff this world anything, it is 
that the price of peace, however high, is the one purchase price 
humanity must pay if it. is to survive in the future. 

It is past time that the lesson be applied to the domestic 
affairs of our country, as well as to international relationships. 

There will be no prosperity worth the name in the United 
States after this war— no jobs for returning veterans, no employ- 
ment effective enough to provide well-being for our. working 
force or for management — unless there is first industrial peace 
between management and labor. , 

That harmony must be — in fact, can only be — created by 
labor and management on a voluntary basis — -and soon! Our 
people, our fighting men, are fed to the teeth with the incessant 
squabbling that has disrupted production for the past decade. 

This squabbling is not the fault of rank and file union 
members. It is, nowever, an indictment of irresponsible labor 
leadership. 

The solution to these labor-management difficulties — in which 
every farmer, worker, housewife and businessman among us has 
a stake — can only come from labor and management themselves.

There was a very significant 
item in Bill Cunningham's daily 
column a few days ago. After 
commenting on the general ap- 
proval of our new President’s per- 
formance up to date, he referred 
to his conversation with Joe 
Martin, G.O.P. leader in the House, 
in connection with some pending 
legislation.

This is due in 
part to his obvious policy of bring- 
ing Republicans into the fold when- 
ever possible. The late Mr. 
Roosevelt, unfortunately, did not 
see fit to draft men like former 
President Herbert Hoover, Alfred 
M. Landon or Wendell L. Willkie 
and put them to work during the 
first phase of the current war. 
Witness, now, the various moves 
made by Mr. Truman. Mr. Hoover 
has already conferred with the j 
Chief Executive at some length 
about the food situation in Europe 
and elsewhere. It is a good guess 
that Mr. Hoover will shortly be 
found in the front lines of the 
terrible battle against starvation 
throughout ravaged Europe. Where 
could a better man be found ? 
Again, we are told that the Presi- 
dent has extended a cordial invi- 
tation to both Mr. Landon and 
Gov. Dewey to come to the White 
House AT THEIR CONVEN- 
IENCE. There seems no reason 
to doubt that both these prominent 
public servants will nccede to Mr. 
Truman’s suggestion. No topic 
for discussion has been mentioned 
as yet and no definite date set. 
That is precisely where Mr. Tru- 
man is smart. He has created the 
right atmosphere.

. who was asked his opinion of the | 
I new President’s performance to I 
date. “Well,” said he, “it seems 
to me that Mr. Truman is already 
doing a great many of the things 
which Gov. Dewey would have done 
had he been elected last fall. He 
is saving money, cutting down 
the bureaucrats and making a lot 
of moves which will result in turn- 
ing back our government into the 
hands of the people and into the 
three branches of our government, 
executive, legislative and judicial. 
That is as it should be and I am 
mighty glad.”

Our Congress reminds me of 
some of the younger generation.

state improvements, examining 
contracts and going over bills be- 
fore giving them Council approval. 
We* want to henr from the people 
we represent,” Councillor Sheridan 
continued, “not through petitions, 
but from individuals. Your laws, 
your thinking on vital matters are 
important proposals, especially in 
the matter of expenditure of state 
funds.” 

After Recreation Commissioner 
F. Ewing Wilson had explained the 
recreational facilities available to 
children in the Centre, Association 
secretary Raymond C. Baker said 
that the Association’s recreation 
committee had made a study of 
the playgrounds. He made three

First Lt. George T. Haffermehl, 
24. of 340 Cabot street, Newton- 
vlllo, has returned home, after he- 
lm? liberated from a German 
prison ramp where he spent four- 
teen months. 

On his 19th mission on March 
18. 1 044 Lt. Haffermehl’s plane, 
a B-24 Liberator bomber was at- 
tacked by Nazi fighter pt^nes near 
the Swiss border, and Lt. Haffer- 
mehl and his crew were forced to 
bail out when their ship caught 
fire. 

During his internment in prison 
camps Lt. Hcffermehl was moved 
twice, once to get away from the 
oncoming Russion forces and the 
second time to get out of reach of 
the Yanks. He was liberated on 
April 29 by the American forces 
and arrived at the French Const 
on V-E Day, embarking a few 
days later for home. 

Lt. Haffermehl is the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Louis Haffermehl of 
47 Athelstane Road, Newton Cen- 
tre. He is married and has a 1.3 
months old daughter, Lee. Mrs, 
Haffermehl is the former Bev- 
erley Beard. Lt. Haffermehl’s 
brother, Pfc. Alden B. Haffermehl 
is ill in a hospital in France.

Rules lor Obtaining 
Canning Sugar 

- ~- o — 

Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles announced a four-point 
plan which he said was aimed at 
“some chiselers (who) are stoop- 
ing to falsifying ‘heir applications 
in an effort to £et sugar they know 
they won’t use in canning.’ 

This is the new sugar program: 

1 — Everyone applying for home 
canning sugar must hereafter sign 
this pledge: 

“I agree that 1 wil use the 
sugar applied for here for home 
canning purposes only. 

“If, for any reason, I should not 
use it for canning I will return the 
equivalent in sugar stamps to my 
local war price and rationing 
board. 

‘I further agree that I will 
furnish a report to my local board 
of the number of quarts of food 
canned with this sugar and the 
amount of sugar actualy used in 
canning this food. 

“I understand that my report 
will become a part of my record 
and will be considered in further 
issuances of home canning and 
other sugar rations to me.” 

2 — Local boards in areas when? 
fruit and vegetable crops are not 
now available for home canning 
will suspend issuance of ration 
stamps for this purpose until the 
canning season starts in these 
areas. This will apply particu- 
larly to the Northern sections of 
the country. 

3 — Issuance also will be sus- 
pended in many other areas to give 
local boards a breathing spell, so 
they can process more carefully 
the applications on file. This move 
is intended also to give district 
officers an opportunity to recalcu- 
late monthly quotas for home 
canning. 

4— A special staff of OPA inves- 
tigators will undertake a “vigor- 
ous campaign” a -, ai ist the diver- 
sion of home canning sugar to 
bootleg liquor or illicit bottling 
of drinks.
